Saar Integrated in 
West Germany 


BAARBRUECKEN (Reuter). 
— Heavily guarded lorries 
loaded with hundreds of mil- 
lions of deutschmarks ar- 
rived in the Saar on Sunday, 
in preparation for the eco- 
nomic integration of this rich 
industrial territory with West 
Germany today (Monday). 
The Saar, one of Europe's 
most important coal and steel 
regions, at midnight on Sun- 


dey completes the process of i og 


integration with West Ger- 
many under the Saar agree- 
ment of 1956. 

The territory was occupied 
and taken over by France at 
the end of the war, but in 
1955 the Saarlanders voted to 
return to Germany. 

Political .integration with 
the Federal Republic became 
effective in 1957. But an addi- 
tional period was allowed for 
the economic transition. 

Saarlanders will in the next 
few days change their money 
at the rate of one million 
francs for 8.507 West German 
marks. 


As of today, petrol will be 
cheaper in the Saar, but to- 
bacco, cognac and iiquéurs 
more expensive. The Saar- 
landers have recently been 
buying up French refrigerat- 
ors and television sets at 
prices which will benefit them 
after the integration with 
West Germany. 

Threé helicopters of the 
West German border police 
on Sunday flew over lorries 
bringing loads of the new 
currency into the Saar, and 
roads were heavily patrolled. 

The lorries moved over the 
border before dawn and Saar- 
landers watched as they were 
urloaded under guard.

Indonesian Nat’! 
Body Dissolved 
JAKARTA (UPI). — Presi- 
dent Sukarno ordered the dis- 
solution of Indonesia's Con- 
stituent Assembly on Sunday 
and decreed reinstatement of 
the 1945 constitution as a 
means of implementing his 
“guided democracy” concept. 


He also discontinued the pro- 
visional constitution. 


Mr. Sukarno, speaking from 
a prepared statement in front 

hig Palace, said that be- 
cause the Assembly had not 
decided on his constitutional 
recommendation last April 
and because a Majority of its 
members had decided to at- 
tend no more sessions, it was 
no longer possible for the 
Assembly to conclude _its 
talks. 


The President said this had 
created a situation endanger- 
ing the unity and safety of 
the nation and constituted a 
roadblock to progress and de- 
velopment. 

Dressed in the white uni- 
form of Commander in Chief 
and speaking solemnly, he 
said that a People’s Congress 
composed of a Parliament
